Q* receiving intelligence of the ont- 
races upon the Jewsin Roumania, the 


Ang'o- Jewish Association caused immediate 


inquiries to be made into the truth of the 
Alleged Pereecutions. The reply obtained, 
being in corrohoration of these statements 
was communicated to the Public Press, and 
denied by one of the agents of 
the Roumanian Government. On the strength 
of this denial, the Association determined 
before making a grant out of the Roumanian 
Fund for the relief of the sufferers, to invite 
one of the sister institutions on the continent 
to co-operate in obtaining incontestable evi- 
dence, This work has now been accomplished, 
and tends to prove that in the districts of 
Vaslui and of Jassy. more than 700 persons 
have been evicted. The persecutions began 
when the iigour of wiuter set in and have 
not yet ceased. In consideration of these 
* deplorable and crue! facts, the Council of the 
Anglo Jewish Association bave now voted 
£100 to be disbursed under the direction of 
' the Alliance in Vienna, and will be glad to 
take charge of any contributions which will 
be forwarded to Vienna and thankfully ac- 
knowledged in the Public Press. :

up a long list of indictments against the Board, especially of eins of omission. 
But it is chiefly Boards of the past which would be affected thereby. The pre- 
sent Board can certainly not be charged with indifference either to the interests 
of the home community or of suffering brethren abroad. The Board has, 


undoubtedly, shaken off much of the apathy which marked its career in the past, — 


although it has not yet been able to wholly extricate itself from the meshes 
of obsolete and hampering traditions, and still clings to some fallacies long 
exploded in other circles. The greatest mistake committed by the present Board 
was its extraordinary letter to Earl Derby commented on before. But none of the 
mistakes committed deserves so severe a punishment as its extinction, which 


- must be the consequence if the Board ceases to represent the leading synagogue 


in the empire. But the discussion to which this motion gave rise, is one of the 


- most interesting ever carried on in the community. It gave rise to the expres- 
gion of views which are of the utmost importance, considering the quarter in 


~« ./h they are held, and imparted some startling information which may serve 
community asa guidance in itsfuture relations with Roumania. The first speecl: 
was that of Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild. He will naturally be considered as the 


exponent of the views of the most influential family in the community, and thus | 


will be respectfully listened to.. We first learn from the speaker—and the infor- 


mation will no doubt be gratifying to all well wishers of the community—that — 


the long standing feud between New Court and Bevis Marksis over. There was 
a time when the Rothschilds did not make a secret of their dissatisfaction with 
many of the conclusions arrived at by the Board of Deputies. There was a time 
when New Court had nothing to say to Bevis Marks, when even an address 
of congratulation by the Board to the venerable Baron, presented on a most 
auspicious occasion, remained unnoticed. This time, we thank God, is over. 
The oldest scion of this respected family now stands up as a champion of the 


- Board ; and the community was even told by another speaker that friend] 


unofficial communications were passing between New Court and Bevis Marks. 
From another remark of h‘s, still more emphasized by the speaker who followed 
him, we learn that New Court disapproves of the ParisJewish Conference. It 
is only to be regretted that the respected Baronet did not state the reasons for 
this disapproval or drop a hint of the mischief it might inflict on Jewish 
interests. Nobody will deny that New Court may be in possession of informa- 
tion which may fully justify this disapproval, to which every member of the 
community will, undoubtedly, attach due weight. But in the absence of any 


- reasons given for it, while many men of high intelligence and whose judg- 


ment is rouch trusted in the circles in which they move, both in this country 
and all over the Continent, as well as in America, declare this Conference 
to have been one of the most important and wisest measures ever adopted among 
the Jewish people ; while all the governments represented at the defunct Con- 
stantinople Conference received the Memoria: of the Jewish Conference with the 
greatest consideration ; while at this moment the Turkish Government proposes 
ts Servia, as one of the conditions of peace, the emancipation of the Jews—and 
we do not hesitate to say that in this case at least post hoc means propter hoc— 
we are afraid that few beyond the circle in possession of these reasons will share 
the speaker's opinion. We are much more disposed to believe that the general 
public will assume that this opinion is based on some misconception or some 
erroneous information, and that at all events judgment should be suspended 
until something more is knowu than the ipse dizit. The speaker further dropped 
a hint which has somewhat perplexed us. He was of opinion in respect to 


marriage with a deceased wife’s sister, that Jews should not seek exemption 


from the operation of a general law. Now, Sir Nathaniel is not the first leading 
member of the community who has given utterance tothis opinion. It has been 
stated over and over again in communal meetings when the question was to 
petition the legislature for relief on some point springing from religious con- 
siderations. But in all these cases our perplexity has been this. There isa 


principle cherished by all liberals, and which indeed may be considered as their | 


pass word. This principle is called Religious Liberty. As we always understood 
this priaciple it meant respect by the majority for the religious observances of 
the minority, in so far as they were not immoral and did not encroach upon or 


interfere with those of any other religious body, and theright of the minority onthe — 


one hand te appeal to the majority whenever any law should have been passed 
infringing upon its religious observances, and on the other hand the readiness of 
the majority to repair the oversight as soon as brought under its cognisance. In 
possible encroachments of the majority, but not as a shield of the majority against 
the appeals of the minority. If our reading of this principle is correct, we can- 


not see why Jews for instance should not appeal to the legislature for exemption | 


fri the cperation of the marriage law, parts of which are decidedly against 


Jewish custom, or to give another instance, why Jews should not petition to be 
-exempted under certain restriction from the operation of the Sunday laws, 


even as Jews at one time agitated for an exemption from the operation 
of a certain general law which prescribed that every member of Parlia- 


- ment must take a certain oath “on the true faith of a Christian.” Indeed at 


this moment we have before us the draft of a bill submitted to the legis- 
Jature of Pennsylvania by two senators of Christian parentage and faith, the 


object of which is to obtain for the Jews exemption from certain of the Sunday 


laws which weigh heavily upon the Jews and which infringe upon the principle 


of religious liberty. It is, however, quite possible that we misunderstood the — 


meaning of this principle and shall receive with gratitude the correct definition 


of it if, indeed, that propounded should be erroneous. The eloquent 
_ speech of Mr. Arthur Cohen, Q.C., calls for no comment in so far as it coincided 


with the views of the worthy Baronet and reiterated some of the remarks made 
by him at a late meeting of the Board of Deputies. It was however pleasing to 


_notice that he no longer maintained that the Jews had thrust themselves too 


much into publicity. ‘his may be cousidered as a good omen. Men of his 
talent and experience are continually learning and continually reviewing their 


_ opivions of yesterday by the light thrown upon them by the observations of 


tc-day. But he still insisted upon the opinion expressed by him before 
that English Jews should keep to thems Ives iad not join Jews of 
another country for a common object, «v.n if simply huminatarian. In 
other words, Mr. Cohen thinks, not that union but that isolation is strength. 


Men of talen: occasionally give utterance to paradoxes. If Mr. Cohen ~ 


delights in the paradox that in the case of the Jews union does not 
give strength but rather weakness and that in a matte? which concerns Jews 
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fact we considered this principle as a. protection of the minority against the —

exclusively they should not act together, he may continue to hold it. But he 
must not expect to make many converts. On this poiot, therefore, we shall not 
argue. We will rather turn to the startling information which he has given ug 
and at which the public will certainly be astonished, that the rich Jews in Rov. 


mania might command fifty votes in their legislature if they chose to exert 


their influence, and that these same rich Jews take no interest whatever in the 
fate of their poorer brethren. We have too high an opinion of Mr. Cohen’s veracit 


and are moreoveraware that there are sources of information at his command whic] 
are not accessible to the general public to doubt for a moment his statements 


true: is true is pity, and pity ’tistrue. This piece of intelligeuce ig 
truly sadenning and the widest publicity possible should be givenit toshame there 


Roumanian Jews into their duty. Such culpable apathy is unheard of in Jewish 


history. We cannot find words strong enough to express our indignation at such 


unpardonable oblivion of the sacred obligation which the wealthy owe to the poor, 
the educated to the ignorant, and the influential to the general mass of their 


brethren-in-faith. These men who might extend a helping hand to the fallen 


but refuse to do so should be made known by name, that they might be stigmatised 
in the sight of the whole civilised world, that they might be pilloried by public 
opinion, that they might be excluded from Israels spiritual fellowship. The 
depth of the misery of the mass and of the ignorance and bigotry in which they 
wallow far from being an excuse for the indifference displayed towards them by 


the wealthy and cultured classes among their coreligionists, should act as an- 


additional stimulus to them to come forward and make every exertion possible 
for the rescue of the wretches perishing in squalor and a prey to the darkest 
superstition. To stand aloof and look on with unconcern on the wretchedness 
around them while their brethren in the most distant countries are in commotion 
and strain every nerve to aid these victims of the tyranny of the legislature and 
the heartlessness of members of their faith in their own country 1s more than 


apathy—it is a crime, The most interesting speech, however, was thatof Mr. Lionel 


Cohen. It allowed us, in the first place, a peep in the distant future. It disclosed 
to us the aspirations of the founders of the synagogal union. The nirvana of the 
Board was to come but not just now. When the synagogal union all over the 
country shall have been accomplished, then, and not before, will the Board be 
absorbed by the all which is the last hope of the pantheist.. The Board will 
then be merged into the union and will act as one of its committees. It isa 
grand vision with which we heartily sympathise and which deserves realisation ; 
for our faith in the principle that union gives strength is unbounded ; and 
nothing great in Israel will be accomplished until this principle shall have been 
carried to the widest extent of which it admits ; and it is for this very reason that 
we so strongly dissent from the view expressed by another speaker that English 
Jews have no concern with Jews of other countries and that no co-operation in a 
common action should be entered on by the former. Just aa well it might be 
argued that the Jews of a provincial congregation have nothing to do with 
any congregation in the metropolis or with any other. The tie which 
unites the Jews all over the globe is the religion which they have in common 
and this tie naturally extends all over the globe and of course exerts its power 
everywhere and will and should unite them for common purposes. The opposite 
view, smacks of parochialism and in a wider sense of insularity which should be 
counteracted as much as possible, But this speaker also expressed his con- 
viction that in public matters the Jewish representative body alone, such as the 
Board of Deputies, should act. Now, as a matter of fact, Mr. Cohen must be 
aware that whatever this theory, individual Jews have at all times acted 
independently of the Board and sometimes in opposition, and have exerted their 
influence both with the government of the day and the legislature in directions 
of their own unconcerned by those followed by the Board. Exempla sunt odiosa. 
We therefore content ourselves with this general reference. Then again Mr. 
Cohen forgets that there are a number of congregations which are not represented 
by the Board. Facts are stubborn things. And what if the individuals 


or at least some of them, rot attached to any synagogue, should seek a repre- 


sentation of their own? Where is the right to say that such an organi- 


sation is not expressive of Anglo-Jewish opinion? We however fully agree © 


with the speaker that it is most regrettable that means should not be found 
to establish harmony and co-operation between two organizations each animated 
by the strongest desire to promote the well-being of the Hebrew family ; and 


when men of the intelligence, zeal and position of Mr. Cohen. express their 


regret at such a state of things, there is no occasion to despair of discovering 
a modus vivendi for the two by which they may extend to each other a brotherly 
hand instead of looking askance at each other. | 


THE SABBATH. 


Mr. Scott’s advice given in these columns a fortnight ago that the seventh- 


day keepers and the Jews should petition Parliament for relief from the opera- 


tion of the unjust Sunday law would, we are afraid, lead to no result. The | 


Seventh-day keepers, we are afraid, are too few in number in this country to carry 


any weight. They have too long rested on their oars to gain speedily what they . 
have lost by their former inactivity. While every religious opinion erroneous 


or not around found zealous exponents, while these never loet an opportunity for 
making themselves heard for propoundiog their distinctive doctrines in eve 


} nook and corner, and preaching them as it were from the housetops, the sevent 
day keepers with a scriptural cause in hand, unparalleled for clearness, capable 


of being made intelligible to the meanest capacity, did hardly anything to attract 


public attention, remained quiescent and satisfied themselves with the conscious- 
ness of being alone in possession of the truth. It is true that they now display 
much greater activity. They now disseminate their tracts far and wide, and set — | 


forth the truth wherever and whenever they can. They may succeed in 
time in England, as they have succeeded in America, and make converts by the 
thousand. When they shall have sufficiently increased, then it will be time for 
them, in conjunction with the Jewish body, to petition the Legislature for the 
relief desired. But for the present we see no chance of such a petition being 


attended to. They would be answered that they must submit to the law of the 


land, and that the law cannot be modified on account of so small a section of 
the popnlation. De minimis non curat lex. As for theological arguments every 
bod knows that the House would not enter into them, while the Bishops would 
be dead against any such relief. They would be haunted by the fear of being 


considered as judaizers; aud the dread of this epithet, we know, has more than 


once led the church consciously, or unconsciously to give the preference to 
heathenish praciices, rather than obey Biblical ordinances. The ingenuity of 
theologians has at all times succeeded in explaining away the clearest Scriptural 


| precept if its practice was in the way of some cherished doctrine. There is yet 


another point in Mr, Scott's letter which calls fur some remarks. It may be quite 
true that Paul did not intend to abolish the Fourth Commandment. But no 
safe conclusion for establishing any proposition can be drawn from his 
writings. Paul was aman who blew hot and cold, A man who declared that 
he was everything to everybody, who could unite the wisdom of the serpent 


| with the innetence of the dove; who at Jerusalem offeted saerifices in the temple; 
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and circumcised a follower of his, while out of it he descanted on the worthlessness | 
of all these ceremonies, must be pronounced to have been a turncoat. He may 
have been very zealous, very learned, and very ingenious, but his character 
does not justify us to say that this or that side of his coat was the right one. 
Paul only went to the Gentiles when the Jews lost confidence in him. We have 
therefore nothing to say to this —s But when we are told that it was not 
Constantine, but the degenerate Catholic Church which superseded the Heaven- 
appointed Sabbath by the man-made Sunday, we confess, to some surprise. 

| We copy the following from the Sabbath Memorial of the current quarter : 


* In the year 321, when the Christian Churches had multiplied, notwithstanding the persecutions 
of Pagan Rome, the Emperor Constantine thought it would be well to adopt the Christian religion, 
for political motives. f what sort was the standard of his Christianity may be estimated from 
history, which informs us that he caused to be killed his nephew Licinius, a boy of 11 years old; 
his son Crispus, and even his wife. This most Christian emperor, whilst outwardly embracing the 
worship of Christ, was by no means disposed to abandon the respect which he had long maintained 
for Apollo, the sun god. Wishing to make a political stroke which might be acceptable to the 
- Christians, and knowing the antipathy which existed between them and the Jews, he wrote thus to 

the churches: “ Let us have nothing incommon with that most odious brood, the Jews. It is absurd 
that we should give them occasion to boast that is only by their instruetion that we are able to 
observe these things.’’ And on the 7th of March, $21, he issued the following edict : “ Let all judges, 
and all city people, and all tradesmen rest upon the venerable day of the Sun (“ veneabili die Solis),’’ 
&c. The day of a Pagan deity having been thus substituted for the Day of the Lord, it is not to be 
wondered at tat in a short time a heap of Pagan ceremonies were introduced into the Church. 
The Vestal Virgins became nuns; the moon (Diana), whose worship had existed for a long time in 
the East under the title of the Queen of Heaven (see Jer. xliv., 16 to the end) became the Virgin 
- ‘Mary; the statues of gods became statues of Saints, those of Venus and Cupid took the name of 
. Mary and her Son, and the Bishop of Rome became supreme Pontiff (Pontifex Maximus)! To speak 
the real fact, far from Coustantine becoming a Christian, it was the Church whioh became Pagan! 
. Behold then the Day of the Lord, hallowed by Him from the beginning of the world, observed 
by his people in the midst of various vicissitudes for 4,000 years before Jesus Christ, for 300 years 
after, behold the day which the Lord called His holy Day (Is. lviii., 13) trampled npon and annulled 
by a Pagan Emperior, What Christ would not do (Matt, v.,17), Constantine did! | 
The mystery of iniquity was already working when Paul wrote to the Thessalonians, but Con- 
stantine it was who first set going that deluge of corruption which, in a few centuries, buried the 
 gommandments of God under an avalanche of innovations, and transformed the Church of God into 
amarket, The cry of horror raised against idolatry and simony in the days of the Reformation 
was so great that other capital corruptions were passed over ; and whilst all were intent upon 
protesting against the annulment of the second commandment “they overlooked the fact of the 
annulment of the fourth.” | 


Will Mr. Scott after this still maintain that Christianity owes this particular 
. perversion of the Word of God not to Constantine, but to Rome ? |

I 
thiuk, however, I know why second-thoaghts prevailed. Writing would enable 
him to bring on the staze his great uncle and another relative, less of kin but 
equally cistinguished. The opportunity was not to be lost. I scarcely imagine it, 

however, to have been altogether necessary that the special occasion should have 
been utilised, for if the discussion had been about the origin of the universe, the 
age of the Pharoahs, or the structure of the 81 ton gun, room would have been 
made in the discussion for ‘my uncle.” In regard to the deputyship of Mr. 
Sebag he fulfils to the letter the representative character Shakespeare has laid 
down for a deputy :

I myself in my humble way, as Mr. Sebag would phrase it, take great

Measures and not men are the only things to vindicate the policy of any public 
body.

~ Immense services of Baron Rothschild, but it is not prepared for all that to 


endorse a policy, or vaunt the want of a pulicy, because either of these great and 


ood men may have his own special views as to the particular, rival merits of the 
ontagus and the Capulets. Day by day the ‘“‘Omein-sagers”’ .are getting less 
in number outside the Board, and there has been growing up now for some 
years an element hitherto new to our communit; and still unknown to the Board of 
eputies, an element that will make iiself felt more and more as education and 
experience progress amongst us, and that element is—Public Opinion. _ 

Time was, within the memory of the present generation, when men 
summoned to meetings for the transaction—I cannot say deliberation—of public 
busines, were plainly told by their masters that they were called upon not to 

xpress opinions but to vote as requested, This patriarchal period has passed 
by never to be recalled. Men who elsewhere on other platforms recognise this 
potent outcome of the age and who attempt to play the “petty tyrant” to their 
own religious communion are making a ter:ible mistake in so far as their 
Teputations and influence for good areccncerned.

It. now suits the Board, at least Mr. Sebag, to recognise that sagacity becauce 
it tallies for the occasion with his and their own preconceived views. The Board 
has more recently by its disregard of public opinion and on the strength of 
family cliquism checked and rendered abortive a movement that under Ices 
arbitrary and sinister management, or rather mismanagement, would have raised 
& pauper population into a thriving colony, and accorded at the same time a 
fitting recognition of the noblest life in our midst. I stand not alone in my 
opinion as to the vagaries of the Board. To those who read between the lines 
and weigh as well as measure words—ponderanda sunt testimonia,non numeranda

tired of special pleading and insular vanity. 


f aman whose grandfather was a Dutchman and whose father was enriched 


_ by foreign connection, will, just to polish a sentence, tell a Jewish congregation 


that they are not to associate themselves for national purposes with foreigners, 
members of their own race, men who have made the name of Jew distinguished 
in the world, then public opinion will regard such utterances at what * are 
worth, as the keen satire of a man who having mentally taken the measure of his 
auditors thinks he can at will “poke fun” at them under the cunning guise 
of rhetoric. All such tricks of the tongue, however, will not save the Board. If 
the Board is to exist, and I should lose some amusement if it collapsed, it must 
start afresh on new trade principles. For years the Board has traded under the 
firm of Montefiore and Co., and just for the occasion to enable it to discount a 
larger acceptance than ordinary, Mr. Sebag has in his usual soft and amiable and 
patronising way added the name of Rothschild. Every noble act, and their name 
1s legion, of Sir Moses and Baron Rothschild has been absorbed by the Board, and 
what other men in their individual capacities have accomplished, the Board in its 
traditional modesty has written to its own credit and then boasts—“how we 
apples swim.” The Board must now go into business on its own account 
aud act with discretion and promptitude. Let it prove that it can “walk 
all alone” without leading-strings and wet-nursing, and can dispense 
with 4t.’s biscuits and M.'s syrup, then in the name of all that is political 
let it exist, that is, supposing the synagogues have more money than they 
know what to do with—a fifth wheel to a coach may, after all, be of 
some service. But if the policy of the Board is to be as kKleinstidtig, as of 
yore, and be dependent on “ individual whims ” and personal feelings and family 
rivalries, then let its sun go down in glory while we have Mr. Sebag among us 
—and I heartily hope 1 may sit in conclave with him for many years to come— 
to sing its praises, bemoan its fate and await its resurrection. There is one 
piece of comfort Mr. Sebag may take to heart. Judaism will survive even the 
fall of the Board of Deputies.

A meetrne of the Consct of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held at the Wast- 
minster Jews’ Free School, on Tuesday last, There were present: Baron Henry de 
Worms, President, int the chair, Baron Georke dé orms, Revs. A. Lowy, P, Magnus, 
and Professor Marks, Mr. Serjeant Simon, M.P., Mr. B. L. Benas, President, of the 
Liverpool Branch, and Mr. A. Hoffrung, Member of the Committée of that Branch ; 
Messrs. Benn Davis, C. Davis, Israel Davis, Barrow Emanuel, E. J. Emanuel, E. A. 
Franklin, A. G. Henriques. G. 8. Joseph, B. Kisch, C. Lindo, H. G. Lousada, F. ‘iD.

The Prestpent introduced Messrs. Benas and Hoffrung, and handed in a donation 0

The Secretary (Rev. A. Lowy) read the report of the Committee. The report 
announced that the Manchester Branch had remitted £75 as its contribution for the 
current year, and that through the energy of Mr, Asher L. Levy, of Plymouth, a Branch 
had been formed in that town, with Mr. Lewis Hyman as President, Mr. Asher Levy, 
Hon. Secretary, and Mr. Ernest A. Lyon, Treasurer, The Branch, at its first meeting, 
took the opportunity of cordially approving the Jewish Conference held in Pari®, With 
reference to the expulsions from Vaslui Moers the report states that the com- 
eniable evidence, which shows that the 

number of the victims of the persecution is between 700 and 800 persons, including 
men, women, and children, who were driven from their homes in the depth of 
winter, The question how to remedy the evils and how, to prevent the 


the distress of the persons referred te was most urgent, the Committee recommended that 
no time should be lost in coming toa de’sion. The state of the Jews in Seryia had con- 
tinued to engage the attention of the Committee. Details had been received concerning 
the intended expulsion of eleven Jewish families from Semendria, the carrying out of 
which was suspended owing to the late war, and the Association was requested to exert its 
influence and to co-operate with kindred institutions in ordet to avert the impending éx- 
pulsions, and to aid the Jews in obtaining those civil and political rights which they at a. 
former time enjoyed. The correspondence with Dr. Allatini, and with the Beni Israel 
in Bombay, relative to the establishment of sehools respectively in Salonica and in 
Bombay, was being continued. The Alliance School at Bagdad having continued to urge 
the nec ‘ssity of encouraging instruction in the English language, the Committee reported 
that th :y were prepared to recommend that Mr. Iliowizi, the teacher now being trained in 
Loi.do. under the auspices of the Association, should in a few months be sent to Bagdad 
to und :'take the duties of English teacher. Inquiries continue to be made into the state 
of the Moorish Jews with the view of improving their condition, and valuable information 
on the subject had been received. | | | |

Tur Persecutions Roumanta. 


The PrestpEnt, in proposing “ That, in response to the appeal of the Alliance at 
Vienna, the sum of £100 be appropriated from the Roumauian Fund for the Relief of the 
Jewish Sufferers by the Persecutions in Roumania,” said that it would not be out of place 
to make a few remarks on observations which had been made elsewhere respecting the 
Association. Hitherto the motto of that Institution hal been TAN ‘‘One,” and also 
Bear and forbear,” But sometimes by forbearing one might bear too much. As Preai- 
dent of the Anglo-Jewish Association, he felt they bad borne too much, and that they would 
not bear any more. Atarecent meeting of the Unitel Synagogue, a resolution was 
brought forward which did not emanate from the Association ; but if they considered the 
observations made on that occasion, they would agree that those observations had been 


directed by animosity against the Association. It was painful to read the remarks of some 


of the leaders of the community, for it could not be to the interest of the Jews to be 
divided amongst themselves. He would admit.that in the analysis of the transactions of 
the Jewish Conference there was mad ground for ‘air and legitimate criticism. Claiming 
it as a right to refute the aspersiong directed against the Nssdciation, Baron Worms pro- 
ceeded to criticise what had taken place els¢where. Referting to the letter sent by the 
President of the Board of Deputies to Lord Derby,—which, Ne remarked, from its in- 
accuracy, Ought perhaps to have béeti passed over in silence,—he asked by what right 
was a statement made to one of the principal Ministers of the Crown, and that statement 
not accurate. He could prove that the statement was erroneous. |

The PResIpENT, passing on to the meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue, 
said it was painful to kear a gen leman taking an active part in the politics of this country 
alvccating, at a public meeting, interference on behalf of oppressed Christians, and, at a 
Jewish meeting, casting aspersions on Jéws for interfering on behalf of their oppressed co- | 
religionists. Thesamelearred gentleman had regretted that the Jews were too much heard of. 
But when were they to be heard of ? If flagrant oppressions occurred, were they to sit stiil 
and wait till persecution had done its worst? The Jewish Conference had been considered 
a gross blunder. It was not for him to vindicate the acts of the Conference, but he 
believed that the adverse opinion was not shared by the Jews generally, nor by the press. 
The interference of the Association with foreign countries and foreign Jews had also been 
deprecated. But they knew that a spirit of freemasonry existed among the Jews through- 
out the world, who always banded together for the welfare of their brethren, The Board 
of Deputies had takén action in the case of the Roumantian persecutions, but he would 
ask did the Board éver také action in a matter before action had been initiated by the — 
Anglo-Jewish Association? The Association had been accused of being de facto an 
irresponsible body. THe denied that the Board of Deputies represented all the Jews, for 


the:o were a large number who were not represented there, and consequently they had | 


no right to claim the exclusive representation of the Jewish body. There was no 
monopoly in dcing good. There should be free-trade in doing good. It was, 
essential, however, that there should be union. But he eould not conceive that’ 
the two elements weré ifréconcilable. He would nct deny that there were 


‘many eminent members, wko were instrumental in removing Jewish disabilities | 


in this country, but being Jews they were personally interested in the cause for which 


they laboured. After some farther remarks on the sp'rit of independence, which was now 


pervading the Jewish community, Baron de Worms concluded by saying that there was 
plenty of room for both institutions, and that he hoped the Anglo-Jewish Association 
would hold together, disdain petty attack, and take as its motto “ Unity is strength.” 

Mr. Sergeant Simon, M.P., in seconding the motion, while regretting the observa- 
tions levelled against the Association, deplored the contention w.ti the Board of Deputies 
especially as that body had done much useful work in the past. It would be well to 
remember that the COMBA owed a deep debt of gratitude to Sir Moses Montetiore, and 
to the Board of Deputies for having done the very same that the nephew of the great 
philanthropist now condemned. He trusted that the conflict between the Association 
and the Board of Deputies would not be kept up.

The Chief Rabbi had received a further letter 
of a disquieting character, the substance of which was communicated to the 
Jewish press and appeared in our journal last week. further letter has been 
received from Vaslui to the effect that the governméiit had signified their dis- 
approbation of the acts of the Prefect by dismissing him and the three.Sub- 
-Prefects of the district. The communications received by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Adler, from Vaslui give such full detailed patticulars of the expulsions as place 
beyond all doubt the truth of the accounts published of these oulrages. A 
delegate was sent by the government to the district, who was met at Jassy by 
the Prefect who assured the delegate that no wrongs had been committed. ~ On 


the Austrian Consul interposing’in the matter, another delegate was sent who | 
sa satisfied himself that cruelties had been committed, and as a result the 


Prefect was dismissed. The writers refer in grateful terms to the timely 
intervention of their English brethren, and regatd the dismissal of the Prefect 
as due principally to the remonstrances of the British government, A saddening 
description is given of the great privations of the Jews consequent upon the 
cruel 6xpulsions. Over 160 families, numbering some 1,000 souls, were driven 
forth from their homes at midnight in the bitterest cold, and even the local 
authorities, as a refinement of cruelty, forbade the peasants helping the Jews 
to protect their household goods, and kindly disposed persons were not even 
permitted to lend their waggons to them. piteous description of the 
sufferings of the Jews is given. ‘The writers say that the mass of the people 
and even the clergy are weil disposed towards them, but it is only the political 
demagogues with Bratiano at their head who are the cause of the persecutions 
to which they are subjected. ‘

_ “YT, Selig Bandel, an Austrian subject, residing in the commune of Tanza, 
district of Funduri, declare that on November 16, 1876, while I was away, the 


mayor accompanied by other persons and numerous sledges came to my house 
to carry away all I possessed. At this sight my wife took the children and fled 
to me at Roman, where I then was, leaving behind everything and also my aged 
father, 98 years old, who was ruthlessly driven away. I do not know as yet 
what has been done with my property, as I am afraid to go back to Tanza. 
I am the father of eight children and I have lived in this commune for 
the last 19 years. My birthplace is Roman. The value of the property which I 


| lost amounts to 2,000 livres. This does not comprise the articles which I had in 


my shop.” 


“T, Izek Rosenzweig, an Austrian subject, settled for some years in the - 


commune of Spati, district of Funduri, Catun, Slotodnalzia, declare that on 
December 16, 1876, a municipal councillor accompanied by a guard came to me 
by order of the mayor to expel me from the commune. I went to the munici- 


pality to obtain an explanation but did not find there the mayor. On my.way 


back I was told that the municipal councillor had put a portion of my property 
on a cart and given to the driver as payment the covering of one of my beds. 
My wife and my three children escaped from the village. The rest of my 


property is still there, as I was compelled to quit the commune. On December. 


26 I went back to Spati to see what had become of my cattle and my property. 
But some villagers fell upon me and drove me, away because I was a Jew.” 

In all,these depositions are 47 in number, and some of the cruelties are much 
moreatrocious and tragic, having ledto the death of those condemned to be expelled. 
The following order of expulsion is remarkable for its brevity: “ December 12, 


1876, Roumania, mayor's office of the commune of Dumbreveni, N. llo.  Sir,— 


Referring to the resolution Number 2 of the Council of this commune, dated 
September 9, 1876, we have the honour to inform you that you must within 
24 hours quit this commune together with your family and property ; if not we 


shall have recourse to other means.—The Mayor, signed V. Papa. To Izek 


Frum, of the commune of Dumbreveni.” 


Appended is a list containing the names and addresses of 537 persons tlius 
expelled. | |

Free Lectures To JEWISH WORKING MEN.—On Sunday-evening last the Rev. 
Philip Magnus delivered a lecture at the Jews’ Infant School, under the title of 
“Sunshine and Work” Commencing with a brief exposition of the magnitude and 
distance of the sun, the nature of its photosphere and chromosphere, the velocity of 
light, Mr. Magnus ‘ay pete to explain how “sunshine” was an inclusive term, 
comprising not merely “sunlight,” but also the elements of heat and chemical action. 
illustrating his remarks with a description of the selar spectrum. Having thus 


introduced the first part of the lecture-title, the lecturer impressed very clearly on ~ 


the audience the idea conveyed by the terms “ work” and “energy.” As examples of 


the former he adduced instances of work done by air or water in motion, by fuel and — 


by living agents, and then proceeded to explain most lucidly the somewhat 
dificult distinction between actual and potential energy. Taking first the instance 
of works done by wind, Mr. Magnus showed how aerial disturbances were due to the. 
action of solar heat on the atmosphere, and then passed on to deseribe how the 
existence of all streams was due to the same cause. This, perhaps, was the best 
portion of the lecture, and was certainly fully appreciated by the audience. After 
explaining the composition and formation of wood, coals, &c., he traced the work 
done by animals to the consumption of food, and the impossibility of producing food, 
whether animal or vegetable, or of obtaining fuel without the direct action of the 
light, heat and chemical rays emitted from the sun—thus bringing out in a graphic. 
manner the ruling idea of the lecture, that all ‘‘ work,” no matter how remotely 
related. can be ultimately traced to its origin in “sunshino,” and that the two terms, 
at first sight so independent of and even opposed to each other, are yet intimately 
correlated. The lecturer concluded by éxpounding the commonly received theory of 
the origin of the sun and of its present and ultimate cooling. The lecture was 
illustrated by magic lantern views exhibited by Mr Edward Haiford, who, with the 
lecturer, received from the audience a cordial vote of thanks, proposed by Rev. D. 
W. Marks, seconded by Mr, B, Kisch, M.A... The next lecture will be delivered by Dr. 
B. W. Richardson on Sunday, the 25th inst.: subject, “A Lesson in Animal 
Mechanics.

SUNDAY MARTS, 


‘From time to time there appear articles in the general press on the several 
marts and fairs held on Sunday mornings in Jewish neighbourhoods. Ihe des-— 
criptions given are not always incorrect, and their tenor is not always spiteful. 
But in all of them there is a tacit assumption of the religious superiority of Sunday 
over the Sabbath, of Christianity over Judaism ; a sanctimoniousness of style, 


resentful of the injury inflicted by hardened Jews upon the tender consciences of 
| Christians ; an under current of insinuations of Jewish eorruption, tempting, taint- 
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ing and sapping Christian innocence and virtue ; and an appeal implied, or overt to 
the sword of the Lord and Gideon, to repress Jewish insolence, if not blasphemy. 
The latest article of this kind appeared in a recent issue of the Globe. It is, 
therefore, worth while to examine these effusions of our comtemporary, sine ira 
sine odio, and to seein how farthe charges which they involve are founded inreason. 
For let it be understood should these charges be of such a heinous nature as they 
sre depicted, it would be much more ia the interest of the Jewish community to 


see them removed than in that of the general population, since any offence against © 


religion or morality is much more reprehensible in a small community, where 
the contagion spreads with greater facility than in a large area, and proves 
much more dangerous, since it singles out to popular invidiousness a minority 


much more easily struck down than large masses. Aud if we should arrive at 
results by no means in harmony with the object apparently aimed at by the 


articles referred to, let it not be supposed that we are biassed by any Jewish 
prepossesions, since such, if they existed, would certainly point in an opposite 


direction. Strange as it nay appear to our Christiaa readers, yet it is a fact that | 


these marts are viewed with great aversion by a considerable section of the 
Jewish community—a section, moreover, marked by position, intelligence and 
wealth. So deeply implanted in the Jewish mind is respect fur the law, that 
even in cases where it is decidedly in conflict with the interest of the community, 
they still hold that implicit obedience should be paid to it. We therefore do 


not deceive ourselves if we assume that the results of the discussion on which> 


we are about to enter will not represent the general communal opinion on the 
subject. But dear as Plato is to us, we hold the cause of truth in. still higher 
estimation. We therefore proceed. | 

The fairs and marts, which are principally the butts against which the 
shafts of the assailants are levelled, are held in Petticoat Lane, the Rag Fair 
close by, the orange market in Duke’s Place and its neighbourhood, and, lastly, the 
twoor more public-houses in the same vicinity, serving as a mart for dealers in 


second-hand jewellery and gold and silver wares. It is principally this latter 


exchange which the writer in the Globe has in view, although some random 


shots are also fired against other Jewish Sunday gathering places. Of this ex- 
change he wiites: 


But it is neither Rag Fair nor the orange mart that causes the greatest amount 
of amazement to the unsuspecting person who chances to take his walks abroad on a 
Sabbath morning in the locality in question. What will astonish him most is to be 
discovered at a public-house—at two public houses, possibly half-a-dozen, if one were 
in the “trade,” and knew where tolook forthem. But the reader may take exception 
to this statement on the ground that on Sunday mornings, and until one o'clock in 
the day, public-houses are by laws compelled to remain closed, and that under magis- 
terial direction the police on duty are strictly enjoined to keep a sharp look out for 
those who break the law in this particular, that they may be brought up and severely 
punished. Admitting this, however, there stands the fact, that in the midst of church 
time the public-houses are not closed. Within fifty yards of each other there are two 
in St. James's Place, the drinking bars of which are, within what are called prohibited 
hours, easily attainable, and that without challenge or the discussion of the lond fide 
traveller question. The visitor simply pushes open a door that swings ajar, and walks 
in. His purpose, however, is not supposed to be merely to buyadrink. His business 
at Mr. Raphael’s or. Mr. Isaacs’ is assumed to have some connection with gold or 
silversmith’s work. These are not ordinary public-houses, but places that combine 
the attractions of the tavern and the jeweller’s shop. Or, perhaps, they might be 
more intelligently described as second-hand plate and jewel bazaars, to which are 


attached convenient drinking bars. 

Now from this account it will be seen that neither the public-house keepers 
nor the dealers in it were guilty of any moral offence. The latter, all of them 
Jews, in whose mind there existed no sacred association in connection with 
Sunday, it will be seen, met on a day convenient to them, and which is a leisure 
day for the general population to transact business among themselves, that they 
neither entice any Gentiles nor indeed wish for the attendance of any of them, and 
that the former, who opened their premises to them, expected to be paid for the 
accommodation in the shape of profit to be made out of the articles consumed 
by the customers, as well as to receive thereby a portion of the rent due to the 


landlords. There was neither fighting, gambling nor drinking. Everything was” 


orderly. In fact, these public-houses serve the dealers as meeting places 
just as the numerous coffee-houses in the City serve as rendezvoux to mer- 
chants or brokers engaged in the same trade. If they chose to transact their 
business amidst clouds of smoke, as the writer seems to complain, this was their 
affair, and no one who disliked the fumes of tobacco need have entered. Indeed, 
the writer of the article believes that no person of suspicious appearance would 
have been admitted ; aud the public-houre keepers had a right to assume, unless 
they wished to be inquisitorial, that none but Jews interested in the trade carried 


on there would enter. Why, therefore, should the police interfere? Since when 


has it become a moral offence for men who keep the Heaven-appointed day of 

rest, and give over the profits of that day—avowedly the most lucrative in the 

_ Week—to their rivals of another faith, to transact quietly within doors business 
among tlemselves? | 

But then we are told—and this seem to be the head and front of the offence 

sin the first place, it was on a “ Sabbath morning,” and, secondly, that by the 

law of the land public-houses must remain closed on Sunday until one o'clock in 

| the day. Now let us begin by setting our contemporary right respecting the error 


Into which he has fallen by confounding the Sabbath with the Sunday. Sabbath — 


is the seventh day in the week, and Sunday the first ; Sabbath has been appointed 
by Gon at the Creation, and ordained in the Decalogue, and Sunday has been 
decreed by the Emperor ConsTanTINE. There is not a single passage either in 
the Jewish or the Christian Scriptures in which it cannot be proved from the 


context that the seventh, and not the first day in the week was meant whenever — 


mention is made of Sabbath. To call Sanday Sabbath can only serve to create con- 
fusion in the mind, is nothing else but sailing under false colours, is using forged 
trade-marks, We do not mean thereby to enter into any controversy or to dispute 
the Rignificance of the Sunday festival for Christendom, but simply to avoid the | 


jumble of notions, each of which rests on a basis of its own. Now what moral night 
have these sanctimonious writers to expect that men in whom Sunday raises no 
religious idea, whom it leaves as indifferent as any other working-day in the 
week, should abstain from their usual avocations, if these can be pursued 


without disturbing the religious feelings of the general population, without in 


any way damping their mental elevation or jarring upon that composure and 


— calwnegs which they think befit their souls on this festival? Was it the fault 
_ of the keepers of these public-houses situated amidst a quarter in which there is 


probably not a Gentile inhabitant, that the writer of the article sought out these 
places in order to hold them up to the scorn of men sharing his intolerance? 
When a lady once complained to Dr. JouNnson that he put so many naughty 
words in his dictionary, the reply of the witty lexicographer was: “Ah, madam, 
you have looked for them.” Might not these keepers of public-houses situated in 
unobtrusive nooks and corners give a similar reply to the grievance-monger ? 
Might they not further urge: Is that religious liberty which calls upon the 
police to coerce a minority into the observance of a religious Jaw passed by an 
overbearing majority simply to deprive a conscientious few of the natural right 
possessed by every individual to employ his time as he pleases, provided it be not 


for an immoral, purpose, and provided the liberty of action of no one else is 


infringed thereby? Surely, those who advecated religious liberty could never 
have meant that it should rather be an instrument in the hands of the majority 
to do violence to the consciences of the mivority, than to be a protection to the 
minority against the arbitrariness of the majority. We cannot therefore admit 
that any moral or religious plea can be set up in behalf of the Christian weekly 
festival as against a Jew unless the claim be made upon the tacit assumption 
of the superiority of the law of ConsTANTINE over that of Moses, which of course 
we cannot concede. | | | | 


But then what of the law of the land? Does this not order public-houses 
to be closed on the forenoon of Sunday ? Of course it does. Facts cannot be 
disputed. Such a law undoubtedly exists. The legislative power in all countries 
and at all times is enabled to pass laws which whether wise or foolish, moral, 


indifferent or wicked, it has the means of enforcing. There was once a Roman. 


Emperor who decreed that his horse was a god, and that consequently divine 
honours should be paid to it. The English statute books, as in fact those of 
every country, abound in laws which every Englishman now abhors, which it is 
admitted violated every principle of humanity andeven rudimentary justice. There 


have at all times been laws which were more honoured in the breach than the ~ 


observance, These are laws which violate great principles, such, for instance, as 


justice or religious liberty. Such laws, although they may claim obedience from 


every citizen, can certainly not claim his respect. Such laws neither an 
intelligent citizen nor a wise magistrate will place on a par with enactments 
springing from man’s moral instincts or considerations emanating from lofty 
universally acknowledged principles. In the.latter case an offence against the law 
is & crime, and a just magistrate will watch over the execution of the enactment 
with the greatest solicitude and punish its transgression with the greatest rigor 
possible. 

It will, however, be different with laws of the cther class. Having no 
deeper root in man’s conscience that the superficial one springing from the 
general consideration that laws should be obeyed, the conscience of the 
transgressor will hardly smte him when he succumbs to temptation, and a wise 
magistrate will willingly shut his eyes to it; in any case he will notdeem it hisduty 
to look out for such offenders or if denounced to him to let them feel the full 
weight of his power. We need not say to which of the two classes the Sunday 


- laws belong so far as they affect the Jews. These laws when applied to Jews, 


in the firet place, violate the principle of justice. The Jew, the same as the 
Christian, has a right to six working-days in the week. The fourth command- 
ment as distinctly enjoins labour for six days as it does rest for the seventh. 
But the Sunday law robs the Jew of this right. It practically only allows him 
five days. It says to him,either disobey Gop and work on the day on which 


He commanded you to rest, or disobey man and expose yourself to all the 


penalties which the law inflicts on the transgressor. Such is the dilemma in 
which the Sunday law. places the Jew and such its encroachment upon the 
principle of justice to all as far as a Jew is concerned. 

‘The Sunday law, too, is an unpardonable infringement upon the principle 


of religious liberty. ‘the majority presuming upon its physical force virtually — 


says to the minority religious liberty only exists for me. I employ it for 
working my will on you, you have no right to appeal to it as against me. I 


shall be impartial enough in the application of this principle in differences — 
amongst yourselves. But as against me it offers you no protection. Why, 
therefore, should humane and considerate magistrates set the machinery of the 
law in motion when they know that its direction against the Jews would involve — 


very great hardships, would in fact be a mere outbreak of bigotry, the gratuitous 
exercise of tyranny for the sole purpose under the semblance of Jaw to diminish 
the scanty sources of income of a harmless and hardworking population ? 

But will it be asked what of the other marts and fairs referred to before ? 
Our reply is that every remark made by us with regard to the Jewish public- 
houses also applies to the others. ‘These faire are held in courts and 
lanes, away from the great thoroughfares, almost exclusively inhabited by Jews 


| No temptation is held out to any Gentile to visit them unless he be attracted by 


curiosity, or by the desire to sell or buy. To tell the Jew, to whom Sunday is 
no more than any other working day and who has rested the day befure, that he 
must do no business on that Christian festival is to make him the keeper of the - 
conscience of his neighbour. This is evidently the duty of the clergy. It is for 
them to employ all the persuasions and terrors of the religion professed by them, 


to keep back by spiritual means, the souls entrusted to their care from commit 
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ting what some of them may consider a deadly sin, but not to make the Jew 
responsible for transactions not immoral in themselves. 1t never occurs to & 
rabbi to censure a Christian tradesman who does business with a Jew on his 
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‘Sabbath. The rabbi simply addresses his admonitions to the sinning Jew, over 

him alone he has authority. | 
And did it never occur to these writers, so jealous for the glory of God, how | 

it comes to pass that neither church nor chapel, neither clergyman nor minister, 


whatever their influence, whatever their eloquence, have, as yet, succeeded 
in kebping their flock out of these marts? The explanation is simple enough. 
In a city like ours where there are crowded together, within comparatively a 
smail area, fortunes of all gradations, from the colossal ones in the West to the 
tififathomably deep layers of poverty in the East, there must naturally be marts 
Buited to the sevéral means and tastes of all classes of the population. While 
the wealthy classes can Zo out shopping at all times ready to pay not only for 
the goods they purchase, but also for the palace-like luxuriously furnished 


premises in which they are sold; for the elegant shows, the kid-gloved and 
_ white cravatted gentlemen who wait upon the customers ; the poverty stricken 


Wretches in the East,to whom every hour withdrawn from toil is a sensible 
pecutitary loss, to whom time in the true sense of the word is money, can hardly 
afford to pay for the raw materials of which the wares he requires are manufactured. 


An urgent demand thus goon makes itself felt among the masses for a mart that — 
sliould fulfill all these conditions required. Demand in this case too brings © 


forth the supply. Stalls that can be as easily removed as put up replace the 
expensive shops, thus saving rent and all other attending expense. The dealer 
becomes the shopman, and wages are thus merged into profit. Goods bought at 
forced sales or at second hand replace those bought direct of the mannfacturer, 


_ and enables the dealer to sell at a profit, which, at such a price, the manufacturer 


could not have produced without a loss. For these customers, further, Sunday is 
the most convenient day ; for withdrawal on it from the weekly toil does not 


entail any pectiniary loss, and on it, moreover, they possess the necessary leisure _ 


for inspecting, choosing, trying on and bargaining, while the absence of the usual 
street traffic marking working-days affords to all concerned free circulation and 
the necessary room for expansion. That these are the reasons for the existence 


of these marts springing from the very necessities imposed by the social institu- 


tions of such a huge metropolis as ours is proved by the circumstance that in 
gome branches of the business done, say in the Lane, a large proportion of 
the sellers are Christians, 

We trust it will be understood that in essaying to account for the pheno- 
menon presented by these Sunday marts and fairs, we do not corstitute ourselves 
their advocate. We are satisfied if we have succeeded in showing that no 
Sunday laws will be able entirely to repress them. If repressed in one quarter 
they will spring up in another. But by this we do not mean to say that police 
superintendence should be altogether withdrawn, or that salutary regulations for 
preventing abuse and nuisances should be neglected. The conclusion arrived at 
by us is that the city authorities, by declining to enforce the Sunday laws with 
all their rigor in the cases mentioned, despite the. occasional instigations of the 
press, exercise a wise-and benevolent discretion, which the humane and thé 
students of social economy well know how to appreciate.

and a better government given to these provinces, they won't forget what has been 
done for them, and will remember to do likewise to their fellow subjects, the Jews, 
You hear people say, and the Conservatives are very fond of saying, that the 
Christians were quite as bad as the Turks. I don’t think that, but I think the 
Christians, if they dg elicit the support and sympathy of Europe, must in their turn 


~ make some considerable difference in the way in which they have been accustomed to 


treat their fellow citizen, the Jews, And T hope that whatever Power, whether there be 
one or more, that brings about a settlement of the question between the Ottoman 
Government and the Christians, will be able to secure for the Jews, who dwell in 
Turkish provinces, as full privileges as they have with us (applause). 


SouTHAMPTON.—On the 3rd inst the Rev. T. Simon, minister of the Southampton _ 


Congregation, delivered a sermon in behalf of the Jews of Roumania. He took his 
«xt from Lamentations iii. 1, and dwelt forcibly upon the sufferings and persecutions 
of the Roumanians, and appealed to his congregation to liberally respond to the 
appeal issued by the Board of Deputies. 
FLAYING ALIVE.—The Russian laws against dissenters, and especially against 
conversion from the State Church, are exceedingly severe. In the reign of the 
Empress Anna, a Jew was flayed alive for having converted a Russian officer to his 


petition in commercial matters.” 


THE JEWS OF SERVIA. 


The Times’ Belgrade Correspondent writes under date of Feb. 9: “The 
Servian Government do not object seriously to any of the Turkish conditions, 
except the one stipulating that Jews and Armenians shall have all the privileges 
enjoyed by the other residents in Servia. Hence we have the singular spectacle 
of a people going to war in pursuit of religious and political liberty for their 
neighbours and afterwards resisting an offer by the party they made war against 
to iatreduce the principles of freedom into their own country. The Serviang — 
are so hostile to this clause in the Turkish conditions, that they declare it 
impossible to discuss it. Perhaps it is better to state once for all the reasons 
which influence the restrictions upon the Jews, The pretence that they introduce 
the liquor traffic and oppress the peasantry is unreal. The opposition to the 
Jews comes from a combination of Belgrade merchants, who are connected with 
and influence the clique in Servia which furnishes cabinets to both political 
patties. The Jews have connections which would enable them to import goods 
and merchandise direct from manufacturers ia France, England and Germany, 
while the Servian merchants are only known and credited in Austria. Hence 
their importations from that country to Servia of goods manufactured in other 
countries have to pay Austrian duties and Austrian profits to wholesale houses: 
Under such circumstances the Jews could greatly undersell the native merchants 
in the interior, and this is why the Servian Government places restrictions on — 
Jewish citizens. It is done to prevent money which now flows into the coffers 
of the Government clique being diverted into the pockets of their more enter. — 
prising Jewish countrymen, possessing superior facilities for transacting busi- 
ness. ‘Lherefore the restrictions agzinst tlie Jews of Servia, instead of proteet- 
ing the poor peasants, make them pay an extra price for all their purchases, 
which goes into the coffers of the legislators of Belgrade.” This clause among 
the conditions of Peace is said to have been inserted by the Turkish Foreign 
Office at the suggestion of Count Camondo of Constantinople and Paris, an 
influential member of the Central Committee of the Universal Israelitish 


Alliance. 


The Times’ Belgrade Correspondent writes on the 8th inst: ‘* The Jews in 
Belgrade are preparing an indignant protest against the charges brought by Dr, 
Sandwith in bis addresses lately delivered in England.” | | 

The same correspondent adds, under date Feb. 11, ‘It is reported that the 


Porte will not make the stipulation in favor of the Jews a sene qua non, being 


satisfied with having placed the Servian government in an absurdly inconsistent : 
position by their resisting the attempt of the Porte to introduce civil and reli- 
gious liberty into the Principality.” 

The same correspondent, under date Jan. 29, writes: ‘“ The Servians com- 
plain of reports published in Magyar journals accusing them of maltreating Jews 
at Semendria, ‘They assert that the only possible foundation for these reports 
from Semendria was the expulsion of two Jews from that town last summer for 
very improper conduct. Cases are mentioned of Jews that have fought in the 
ranks of the Servian army and been decorated for gallant conduct, to disprove 
the Hungarian charges of persecution of that religious fraternity in Servia. — 
There is no donbt of the fact that the Jews have fought well in the Servian 
ranks, and that they are well treated in Belgrade. But the Servians can never 
free themselves from the charge of religious intolerance made by their enemies 
until they have obliterated from their statute books the stupid laws against » 
Jews residing and carrying on business anywhere they please, instead of con- 
fining their traffic and residence to the limits of Belgrade alone.” 

The Pesth Correspondent of the Standard telegraphing under dale Pesth, 
Keb. 9 says: “In the conditions of Peace the Turkish Government stipulates 
for the perfect equality of the Jews and Armenians in Servia. The statements 
of Dr. Sandwith in regard to the Servian Jews are erroneous, since the Jews 
never sold and actually never do sell spirits. The Servians themselves avow 
that the Jews are deprived of the right of domicile solely because of their com- 

_ The Vienna correspondent of the Daily Telegraph under date Vienna, Feb. 
[2, telegraphs: “The Porte’s demard that religious liberty should be granted 
tu the Jews and Catholics has been dropped, the Servian Government treating 
this as a matter affecting its autonomy.” | 

The Constantinople correspondent of the Daily Telegraph under date 
Constantinople, Keb. 13, telegraphs: “The only matter likely to give rise to any 
difficulty is the demand made by the Porte for absolute religious freedom to all 


the subjects of Prince Milan—a condition specially insisted upon in the interests 
of Jews, Catholics, and Turks in Servia, who at present labour under disabilities

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THE CONFERENCE AND THE CRISIS.° 


A minor result of the intense interest evoked by the Eastern Question has 
been an avalanche of productions of varied descriptions, all aiming at forming 
d fostering public opinion, The hazy impressions which have hitherto—n&y, 
3 re fear, we must sdy still—prevail on this topic imperatively call for tuitién, 
sut few of the numerous efforts which have assumed this function are calculated 
by their nature to produce desirable results. Sympathies or antipathies have in 
a majority of instances prevented those who have spoken or written on the 
subject from cunsidering it in a jndicial spirit. Political partizanship, religious 
enthusiasm, even racial predilections, have each and all excited detrimental 
influences, and have been the cause of a particular one of the many factors of 
the Oriental problem being thrust into undue prominence and distorted, to the 
prejudice, if not to the exclusion, of the others. Many men, hitherto regarded 
as leaders of thought and action, seem, to have lost control over those splendid 
qualities to which they owed their position, and to have become the slaves of 
their own powers. In years to come, the consideration of the literature to which 
we refer will indicate, what we hold to be, the intellectual panic into which a 
large and important section of contemporaneous thought has been thrown by 
the excitement of recent events. Enteriaining this opinion, it has been refresh- 
ing to meet with an earnest and forcible write: who strives to allay the sterm 
that has arisen in the world of thought, and to recall erring reason to the essen- 
tial channels of historical research and philosophical criticism. | | 
The pamphlet is prefaced by an open letter addressed to the Earl of 
Beaconsfield, in which the writer confidently starts a theory that the Premier 
had occupied durivg the progress of the Conference the position of a critical 


bystander “‘ awaiting with some scorn the issue of a measure for which he is. 


only ostensibly responsible,” and “that patriotism and prudence alike required 
the sacrifice of retaining power.” When the secret History of the last year is 
known, it will be interesting to see how far this startling theory will have been 
jastified. The letter states the object of the pamphlet to be the exposure of 
“the inttinsic absurdity of the false principle upon which this Conference has 
been assembled.” 

The author adopts and forcibly dwells upon the necessity of divorcing from 
the thoughts which prompt political action all elements of dogma which are 
founded on a theocracy deriving its significance from any source other than 
the “unity of force,’ with which he says, “the Hebrews have always been 
fainiliar, but have called it preferentially by the name of God.” 

The agitation against the Turk, emanating from and reared by hitherto 
famous statesmen, cloquent speakers and able writers induces our author to 
declare, as his opinion, that the origin of recent European action can be traced 
to the desire, entertaincd by some eminent Englishmen, for a new Crusade : 
this affords him the opportunity of discussing the causes and effects of the 
great Crusades. The first chapter of this little work is certainly a masterly 
treatise on this subject, showing how vicious and untrue were the principles 
upon which the crusades were founded, and how tlicir results brought confusion 
and destruction upon the body corporate of theocratic medizval Europe. In 
continuation he points out how impossible it would be for those states which 
took part in the Crusades honestly to re-entertain the same idea, and how 
Russia alone now essentia ly represents that crusading principle which has béen 
discarded by Latin Chnstendom. | 

The writer insists that Christianity, according to, the traditional utterances 
of its founder, does not claiin to be directed to a political, civic or public end, 
dud that it is illogical and monstrous for men who assume the functions of 
statesmen to pretend to be actuated in their policy by Christian principles. 

It must not be thought that the author is of opinion that the crusading 
idea is at the root of the action of all the Powers; on the contrary, he urges 
that the autuinn agitation removed the barrier that had been guarded by the 

olicy of England, to the interference in Turkish affairs by the Powers of 
Buro e, which inteference he severely ridicules, 

r. Louis maintains that Mr. Gladstone, of all men, is the most responsible 
for the proposed new English policy which has gained so firm ahold on the 
public mind. The position of the ex-Premier and his splendid oratorical and 
literary talents have exercised unbounded influence in the attempt to reverse the 
traditional po'icy of the Empire. It is Mr. Gladstone, as the most eminent of 


his class that the author selects to submit to the fiercest criticism, while making | 


a powerful attempt to Jay bare and analyze the bases of thought which have 
rompted Mr, Gladstone's extraordinary and many-sided career. Were it only 


for the writer’s animad versions on the famous utterance of Mr. Gladstone rela- © 
tivé to the “Jewish influences inside and outside the Cabinet,” Mr, Louis’ book — 


would repay perusal. | 

Mr. Louis denies the moral right of the Six Powers to ecnstitute themselves 
into a court for the purpose of passing judgment on Turkey. They have, he 
urges, no locus standi on which to combine for the virtual extinction of an 
Empire, against which they have no substantial grievances to allege affecting 
their own immediate honour or safety. It is base unreason for those countries 
to shriek themselves hoarse against crimes aud blunders, which abound in, and 
form all important parts of, their own histories : it is, at the best, the meanest 


Pharisaism, he says, to rant and rave against an agonised government for — 


criminal action which passes barely reprimanded and totally unredressed when 
perpetrated by more powerful and firmly constituted states. 
Mr. Louis shows great skill in his argument that the six Powers cannot 


speak in the name of a united Christendom,. because there is no religion which, 


from the unalterable nature of its dogma, is so powerful in producing divergence 
of thought and corresponding action. ‘Of all religions,” writes the author, “it 
is certainly Christianity which has divided men most in regard to expressions 
- aud organisations of the faith, as it is also the religion which, more than any 
_ Other known to history, has armed the hand of man against his brother for battle 
and murder.” 

. Our author discusses with consummate ability the various views which have 
of late been so freely advanced. ‘To those Englishmen who advocate so warmly 
Russian political aspirations, who declaim so glibly of England’s responsibilities, 
_ Who dis¢uss so speciously the “guarantees” to be extorted from Turkey, we 

would i particular recommend the earnest study of the fourth chapter of the 
book before us. We are greatly mistaken if they will not find reason, if not to 
abandon; at Jeast to modify in a great measure, many of the opinions they have 
entertained and advanced with so much assurance. | 
The conclusion at which Mr. Louis arrives is that the traditional policy of 
England, concerning the independence and integrity of the Turkish empire 
should be maintained; and in this we cordially agree. We join with the author 
in hoping that those voices which now cry so loudly either for vague threatenifg 
or material action will soon be hushed, and that England will be united in

THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


The great and increasing extent and importance of the United Synagogue 
as a Corporation of which English Jews may well be proud, as well as its mate- 
rial success, have never been so clearly shown as by the Financial Statements 
which were presented and adopted at the last meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue. The satisfaction we experience in perusing these accounts 
is great indeed. Upon turning over the first page the gratifying statement meets 
the eye that instead of an estimated deficiency of £24, there is an actual balance 
at end of 1876 uf £1,291. This surplus is owing rather to increase of income 
than to diminished expenditure ; indeed, there was a large increase of expendi- 
ture over that estimated in the budget. The only important item under the 
head of diminished expenditure is that of a reduction of £178 in the expense 
incurred for distributing matzos to the poor. The several items indicated under 
headings of Board of Schehitah, Interest on Funded Property, Offerings and 
Matzo Account, have, in the aggregate, increased the balance by about £1,130. 
On the other hand several large disbursements (extraordinary expenditure) have 
been made and charged to Revenue Account, both Local and General, the total 
- amounting to £1,437. But for the large increased expenditure the balance 
would have been considerably more favorable even than it is now shown to be. 
The Treasurers pay a well deserved tribute of praise to the present management 
of the Hambro’ Synagogue, the offerings in which synagogue “show a most 
gratifying spirit of liberality on the part of the members, aod afford the highest 
testimony to tlie value of the Voluntary System of supporting places of worship.” 
In the Central and Borough Synagogues there is a small deficiency, owing to 
extraordinary expenditure incurred tor repairs and decoration, the cvst of which 
was principally met by means of collections from the members, and the Trea- 
 gurers “have to speak in terms of the highest commendation of the successful 
_ endeavour of the members to prevent the communal funds being trenched upon, 
and echo the lope expressed in the report of the Central Synagogue that its 
example may animate other synagogues in similar circumstances.”

The Treasurers call attention to the system of letting temporary seats over 
the holydays, which they condemn as being prejudicial to the interests of the 
synagegues. Although the charges for funerals have in some instances been 
considerably reduced, ‘there docs not as yet appear to be any diminution in the 
number of charity funerals.” Regret is expressed that ‘so little aversion is 
shown by 2o many of the humbler classes to a charity funeral, and it is difficult 
to believe that the necessity exists for the number that have taken place.” 
During the year legacies were received and funded amounting to a total of 
£2,119 2s. 8d. The total number of gentlemen’s seats let in the constituent 
synagogues is 1,946, the highest being at the Great Synagogue, where 441 are 
of, and the lowest at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, where but 53 are as yet 
et. | | 
“In 1876 several heavy sales of stock from the Synagogue Funds were 
effected. Animated by a wise forethought, the Council resolved that several 
- annual charges on local Synagogues should be purchased ; a sum of £900 was 
also paid and raised by a sale ot funded property for the purchase of the ground 
rent of the Hambro’ Synagogue. In order to extend the basis, and ensure tne 
stability of the United Institution, and with the view of providing for the 
exigencies of a rapidly increasing Jewish population, £2,000 was advanced 
towards the erecting and founding of a Synagogue at East London, and £1,000 
‘was advanced for the completion of a Synagogue at St. John’s Wood. The 
_ former is in course of construction, and the latter has already been welcomed 
into the sisterhood of the Synagogues. £1,000 was sold out for the erection of 
the wall at the West Ham Cemetery extension ; thus £4,900 has in all been sold 
out for the purposes referred to. A sum of £4,000 has been hypothecated, but 
— not pe sold, for the requirements of the New West End Synagogue, and a 

rurt

_ the windows of the Synagogue rendering its purchase an absolute necessity.” 

_ Want of space precludes us from entering into further detail in our brief 
‘summary of these interesting accounts. In concludicg our notice of them, we 
caonot forbear calling attention to the careful and intelligent manner in which 
they have been prepared. The readiness with which they wereseverally adopted 


_by the Council shows that the labours of the Treasurers, the Finance Committee, — 


and the zealous and talented Secretary, are fully appreciated.
